At a time when hospitals are closing 
and there are more uninsured people than 
ever before, few support programs are avail- 
able for the chronically ill, elderly, or work- i 
ing poor to help them sustain an indepen- 
dent and dignified life style. 

OUTREACH. Inc., is one of those sup- 
port lines, and is best known as a paratransit 
broker for the Santa Clara County Valley 
Transportation Authority (VTA) that offers 
very low cost or free public transportation 
for older seniors, the disabled and economi- 
cally disadvantaged patients who strive to 
retain dignified independent and self-suf- 
ficient lives. ; 

Celebrating 25 years of service this 
April, OUTREACH operates under the

After recently learning that 
the City government failed to 
disclose to the public a needed 
$45 million expenditure for tech- 
nology and furniture for the new 
city hall, the citizens of San Jose 
are presented with the revelation 
that the City government skirted 
environmental law with their 
plans to raze an historic build- 
ing. 

The Fox Building on 40 
North Fourth Street, built in 
1919;-was'to be knocked down 
tg make room for an employee 
parking garage for the new city 
hall. A lawsuit was filed in Su- 
perior Court by the preservation 
Action Council of San Jose. 

The judge determined that 
the City violated the California 
Environmental Quality Act 
(CEQA) by not adequately dis- 
cussing project alternatives in 
their environmental impact re- 
ports. 

According to Preservation 
Council Board: Member Brian 
Grayson, the judge found that 
the “City didn’t do it right,” and 
“at minimum, the City will have 
to go back and do more environ- 


mental work.” 

Preservation Action council 
Executive Director Alex 
Marthews explains that it was | 
never explicitly mentioned to the 
members of a citizen advisory 
committee that the historic Fox 
Building would be destroyed if - 
they chose their preferred course 
of action. Committee members 
told Marthews that they never 
would have made the recom- 
mendation that they did, had 
they known that the building 
would-be demolished: This:lack .. 
of full disclosure was the impe- 
tus for legal actioh by the pres ” 
ervation Action Council. 

At this point, there are three 
likely options. 1) The City can 
appeal the judge’s decision. 2) 

The City can settle the lawsuit. 
3) A supplemental environmen- 
tal impact report could be done. 

It’s not clear how much time 
and additional costs will be in- 
curred because of the delay that 
this legal question brings. What 
is clear, however, is that this is 
another example of the people of 
San Jose having to take the City 
to court in an effort to gain the 
truth. s=

Cuando en un programa de 
televisión en inglés le preguntaron 
al Dr. Camilo Cruz, su opinión so- 
bre los hispanos como la minoría 
más grande en este país, su res- 
puesta dejó perplejo a su entre- 
vistador.

Nosotros somos la segunda mayo- 
ría en importancia en este país”, 
dijo el Dr. Cruz, quien agregó en 
entrevista para Perfil de Los 
Nuestros que “hay una enorme di- 
ferencia entre verte como la se- 
gunda mayoría en importancia y 
verte como la minoría más gran- 
de”. 

El Dr. Cruz enfatiza que 
“mientras tú te veas como minoría, 
siempre vas a tocar temas exclu- 
sivamente apto para minorías. En 
el momento en que nosotros co- 
mencemos a creer y a darnos cuen- 
ta de que verdaderamente somos 
la segunda mayoría en importancia 
en este país, que estamos gastando 
hoy $600 billones de dólares al 
año, que las empresas hispanas 
están creciendo un 300 por ciento 
más rápido que otras, y que los 2.4 
millones de empresas hispanas que 
existen venden casi 260 billones de 
dólares, eso es muy importante”. 

Según el Dr. Cruz, colombiano 
de nacimiento, en “el año 2050 
vamos a ser más de 100 millones 
de hispanos en este país y mi 
interés es trabajar con los abuelitos 
de los que van a ser los líderes del 
2050”. Es decir, para que ellos pue- 
dan triunfar, salir adelante, y sean 
personas sin límites y deshinibida, 
sus padres, nuestros hijos, tienen 
que haber sido así. 

El Dr. Camilo Cruz sabe per- 
fectamente de lo que está hablando. 
Él es el presidente del Taller del 
Éxito, cofundador de la página de 
Internet de www. yupi.com y autor 
de numerosos libros y audiolibros 
de motivación y superación per- 
sonal.

A las dos semanas de llegar a 
esta país se convirtió en indocu- 
mentando y no pudo legalizar su 
situación hasta que se casó en 
1989. Su esposa es Shirley Maha- 
bin Singh, indú, originaria de 
Trinidad y Tobago y a quien cono- 
ció en 1981. Hoy tienen tres hijos. 

Su situación migratoria no fue 
un obstáculo para aprender inglés, 
estudiar y graduarse de química 
analítica en la Universidad de New 
Jersey, lugar donde residía. Des- 
pués realizó su maestría en la mis- 
ma área y su doctorado en Seton 
Hall University en New Jersey en 
la especialidad de Espectroscopía 
Analítica. 

Lograr todos estos sueños aca- 
démicos no fue fácil.

Americans with Disability Act, 
and contracts out to three van 
companies and four taxi compa- 
nies to provide rides for such ne- 
cessities as medical appointments 
and shopping, or to locations such 
as senior centers and schools. 

Although their clearly- 
marked white vans and taxi-like 
cars are familiar sights on the 
streets of all fifteen cities within 
the county, their services are 
strained to meet the current needs. 

OUTREACH provided over 
one million rides last year and ar- 
ranges transportation for more 
than 10,200 frail seniors and dis- 
abled adults over the year. It cur- 
rently averages around 3,000 rides 
each week, and the demand is ex- 
pected to increase rapidly. The 
poor economic forecast and the 
projections that Santa Clara 
County will experience a tripling 
of its 65-plus population in the 
next fifteen years, will add signifi- 
cant pressure to overworked ser- 
vices in the future. 

OUTREACH also provides 
rides for welfare participants who 
participate in CALworks; provid- 
ing rides to employment-related 
activities, and under very specific 
regulations, free after-school 
transportation for their children. 
Vehicles use a global positioning 
system, are tracked with a com- 
munication system and with AVL 
(automatic vehicle location) pro- 
gramming. 

OUTREACH van driver José 
Ortega, often transports wheel- 
chair confined and physically- 
challenged clients to medical ap- 
pointments at the Norman B. 
Nelson Rehabilitation Facility at

very important to get people to 
contribute to this program,” he 
commented in Spanish; because it 
provides much needed help to se- 
riously disadvantaged people. 
Many of the OUTREACH driv- 
ers and money management pro- 
fessionals are completely bilin- 
gual in various languages to help 
make the services comfortable and 
accessible to the general public. 
Money management is also 
an important service at OUT- 
REACH. Counselors help clients 
develop personal budget plans that 
assist them to manage limited re- 
sources to keep them independent.

La primera, que fue 
presentada el viernes pasado por 
parte del Ejecutivo Federal y la 
presentada este lunes por parte de 
las fracciones parlamentarias del 
PRI. el PRD y la Convergencia de 
la Cámara de Diputados. 

Las dos presentan coinci- 
dencias interesantes como la 
duración de las campañas electo- 
rales para presidente.

Estas 
contribuciones que hasta al más 
honesto parecen corromper, como 
lo vimos en el reciente escándalo 
de videos en el que se relaciona a 
varios miembros del PRD. 

Las propuestas piden también 
el otorgarle mayores facultades de 
fiscalización al Instituto Federal 
Electoral y una reducción de su 
aparato burocrático. Se pide que 
los institutos electorales estatales 
y federales puedan trabajar en 
colaboración directa con el IFE. 

Sin embargo hay quienes sos- 
tienen que ambas propuestas no 
están completas. Se señala la 
importancia de que se establezca 
una prohibición a los gobiernos fe- 
deral y estatal para promover el 
voto.

Pablo Gómez Álvarez. Diputado 
federal del PRD dijo que hay 
demasiada disparidad y compe- 
tencia para anunciarse en radio y 
televisión. 

Para algunos políticos, el que 
el Presidente Vicente Fox haya 
presentado una propuesta, a pocos 


días de la pluripartidista, busca 
sólo el tener un paternalismo en 
la medida, para quedar siempre en 
la historia como autor de esta re- 
forma. Los diputados que pre- 
sentaron la propuesta dicen que el 
Ejecutivo federal ya sabía que 
ellos trabajaban en un plan simi- 
lar.

When California voters ap- 
proved Proposition 227 in 1998, 
which virtually eliminated bilin- 
gual education from the Golden 
State, they were sold the idea that 
with one year of immersion kids 
would learn English. The unfor- 
tunate result has been that only 
7% of English language learners 
have become proficient. 

Opponents of Proposition 
227 used arguments based on re- 
search to make their point but vot- 
ers listened to Ron Unz, the soft- 
ware entrepreneur who spear- 
headed the proposition. 

Now more research released 
recently suggests that California 
voters were duped. 

Robert Slavin of John 
Hopkins University and Alan 
Cheung of the Success for All 
Foundation analyzed more than 
three decades of research and 
found that bilingual education 
programs produce higher levels of 
student achievement in reading 
than English-only methodologies. 

The report has not received 
much publicity, but it certainly 
should become familiar to educa- 
tion officials across the country, 
particularly in California, Ari- 
zona, and Massachusetts, which 
eliminated bilingual education 
programs through the initiative 
process. 

The report found that the En- 
glish-only approaches were never 
more efficient than bilingual edu- 
cation. 

The report analyzed data 
from seventeen studies conducted 
over the course of thirty years. 

To be included in the analy- 
sis, the studies had to compare bi- 
lingual instruction to English- 
only instruction and there had to 
be evidence that the two groups 
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of students were comparable 
when the study began. 

The new research is impor- 
tant because about 20% of stu- 
dents in the U.S. come from 


homes in which English is not the 


primary language. 

In addition, the number of 
students studying English as a 
new language in U.S. schools 
went up by 72% in the last ten 
years. 

_ It is estimated that almost 
50% of all teachers in the U.S. 
have at least one student whose 
native language is not English. 
The figure rises dramatically in 
parts of the country with high con- 
centrations of immigrants. In 
some cases, English learners are 
the majority in certain school dis- 
tricts. 

Unfortunately, 59% of the 4 
million English learners are 
taught in English. In California, 
the figure is 90%. 

These students will in all like- 
lihood be most at risk of not 
achieving new federal and state 
goals for adequate progress re- 
quired by the No Child Left Be- 
hind Act. 

The John Hopkins/Success 
for All Foundation study confirms 
that educational policy should not 
be determined by voters who in a 
lot of cases have little or no 
knowledge of instructional meth- 
odology. 

Unfortunately, the three 
states that virtually abolished bi- 
lingual education reduced a com- 
plex issue to a simple choice be- 
tween English and Spanish. Of 
course, most voters opted for En- 
glish. 

While English is very impor- 
tant, it’s not the only thing in- 
volved in education. 

Students in schools are af- 
fected by a myriad of other fac- 
tors, which bilingual education 
programs take into account. 

The most significant among 
them is the recognition that a 
child’s language is important and 
should be the starting point for the 
educational development. 

Bilingual education also 
takes into account the role parents 
play in the education of their kids.

Thus, if the parents don’t speak 
English, teachers make an effoft 
to communicate with them in thefr 
language. Developing a partneit 
ship between teacher and paren is 
is essential since both have a sh 
rious impact in the kids” learning. 

The education of EN 
kids would undoubtedly be more 
effective through bilingual educar 
tion. However, a criticism of bit 
lingual education focuses on the 
segregation of immigrant, kids 
from English-speaking peers; 
idea is that students learn from 
teachers but from other kids as 
well. \ 

It's a valid argument and 
that’s part of the reason why some 
schools have opted to create dual- 
language programs. In these situ- 
ations English speakers and im- 
migrant students spend half of the 
school day learning subjects in 
English and the other half in an- 
other language. The idea is for 
both groups to learn the two lan- 
guages. 

The Slavin/Cheung report 
showed that while bilingual edu- 
cation is more effective than En- 
glish-only programs, dual-lan- 
guage students do better than the 
other two groups. 

The great value of dual-lan- 
guage programs is that not sim- 
ply does it provide quality edu- 
cation for immigrant kids but it 
also improves the education of 
American-born ones. 

The federal government pro- 
vides funds to implement dual- 
language programs. San Bernar- 
dino schools in California re- 
ceived $1 375,000 over five years 
to implement their dual-language 
program. 

Since California passed its 
anti-bilingual education initiative, 
93% of immigrant children have 
failed to learn English in one year. 
Is it time to make a change? This 
latest study suggests this much.

University of California 
studying admission 
requirements 


_ Sacramento (EFE).- The 
¡Board of Regents of the University 
Pf California (UC) is proposing 
changes to the admissions process, 
having come under criticism for 
accepting more Hispanic and Af- 
rican-American students in 2004 
than it had anticipated. 

UC President Robert Dynes 
said there was nothing irregular 
about the ethnic makeup of the 
2004 freshman rolls at University 
of California’s Berkeley (UCB) or 
Los Angeles campuses (UCLA). 

However, Regent John 
Moores has sparked a controversy 
which has now reached national 
proportions, about alleged favorit- 
ism for underrepresented ethnic 
minorities at UC. 


Moores, who last October 
called into question UCB's.policy 
of giving preference to Hispanic 
applicants who overcame hardship 
to continue their studies, is now 
speaking out against what he says 
are irregular enrollment figures. 

Moores said the unexplained 
statistics were prompting many 
frustrated people to find out why 
they were not accepted while 
underrepresented minorities with 
fewer credentials were admitted at 
a higher rate. 

UCB President Robert 
Berdahi told the Board that the sta- 
tistics causing the controversy “are 
not exact and are threatening to 
hurt the University’s reputa- 
tion.” s=

| Mexico City, (EFE).- Ten 

years after Mexican presidential 
candidate Luis Donaldo Colosio 
was assassinated, the theory that it 
was an act of political conspiracy 
is still alive, Mexican newspapers 
feported Monday on the eve of the 
date he died. 

A number of newspapers ana- 
lyzed the continuing fallout from 
the shocking crime that so dis- 
turbed the nation, and for which 
gunman Mario Aburto was con- 
victed and sentenced to more than 
40 years in prison. 

On March 23, 1994, Colosio, 
the presidential candidate of the 
then-governing Institutional Revo- 
hationary Party (PRI), was shot to 
death in the northern city of 
fFijuana while campaigning. 

-¢ A February survey of 800 
adults that was recently published 
in La Reforma shows that 92 per- 
¢ent believe the crime was the re- 
sult of a conspiracy and not com- 
mitted by a lone gunman, while 84 
jiercent believe impunity is gener- 
filly prevalent in Mexico. 

!: Meanwhile, some members of 
PRI, now an opposition party, plan 


to gather in front of the Attorney 
General’s Office to demand that the 
case be reopened. 

The Attorney General’s Office 
has reviewed most of the murder 
investigations, and a special Sen- 
ate committee has monitored the 
proceedings. 

The deceased candidate’s fa- 
ther, Sen. Luis Colosio, dropped a 
bombshell in February when he 
said his son had been victim of de- 
teriorating relations with President 
Carlos Salinas of the PRI, and de- 
manded reopening the investiga- 
tion. 

He also demanded a face-to- 
face confrontation with Salinas and 
Ernesto Zedillo, who took 
Colosio’s place as PRI presidential 
candidate, was elected and served 
from 1994 until 2000. 

Hector Aguilar Camin, author 
of a new novel “La tragedia de 
Colosio” (“Colosio’s Tragedy”) 
that was published in 2004, has 
asked that records of the case be 
opened.

Aznar said that in the hours 
following the attack, it was “a rea- 
sonable inference to make” that 
ETA was behind the bombings, be- 
cause of its “sinister habit of kill- 
ing during election campaigns.” 

“Nobody, then, should be sur- 
prised that during these first few 
hours, the Spanish government 
wanted to convey to its allies and 
friends the conviction that ETA

was the group responsible for the 
Madrid massacre.” 

Aznar said the attack was ma- 
nipulated by his political oppo- 
nents, whom he accused of not re- 
sisting the temptation to exploit the 
situation for political gain just be- 
fore the elections. 

“At a time when we most 
needed a common front, some set 
out to stoke the fires of doubt,” 
charged Aznar, alleging that “our 
opponents sought to redirect the 
public's anger against the terrorists, 
exhorting people to channel their 
ire toward the government.” 

“Others know in their hearts 
that they have ignored their respon- 
sibility in order to create an atmo- 
sphere favorable to their partisan 
interests.” the Spanish prime min- 
ister said. 

He went on to say, however, 
that “the results of these elections 
are fully legitimate.

Managua (EFE).- Arnoldo 
Aleman on Saturday became the 
first former Nicaraguan president 
to be confined to an ordinary 
prison on criminal charges.

1997-2002 and heads the Consti- 
tutional Liberal Party (PLC), the 
nation’s largest, was escorted 
from El Chile, his country estate, 
to the prison by a convoy of 10 
vehicles.

Washington, D.C. - U.S. 
Rep. Mike Honda (D-San Jose) 
has secured an authorization for 
the BART extension to Santa 
Clara County as well as approval 
for nine local highway and tran- 
sit projects in a six-year transpor- 
tation reauthorization bill 
marked up by the House Trans- 
portation and Infrastructure 
Committee. The unanimous ap- 
proval of the legislation sends a 
strong statement that the final bill 
will deliver significant federal 
dollars to Silicon Valley. 

Most significantly, the bill 
includes an authorization for the 
BART extension to destinations 
in Milpitas, San Jose and Santa 
Clara., and will allow the project 
to compete for federal funding.

Honda voted for HR 3550, the 
Transportation Equity Act: A 


Legacy for Users (TEA-LU) that 
proposes $275 billion for our 
nation's highway, transit systems, 
and motor carrier safety pro- 
grams. 

Prior to addressing HR 
3550, Honda joined a bipartisan 
coalition df T&I members in 
bringing up a $375 billion TEA- 
21 reauthorization bill. 

Unfortunately, the White 
House threatened to veto any bill 
larger than $275 billion. The 
$375 billion bill was strongly 
supported by states, counties and 
cities throughout the country. It 
would have provided California 
over $22 billion in highway 
funds and $7 billion in transit 
funds over the six-year life of the 
bill. The bill would have also 
supported nearly 1.5 million jobs 
in the state. 

“The $375 billion bill repre- 
sents American's transportation 
needs as determined by the U.S. 
Department of Transportation,” 
Honda said. “I regret that the 
President has chosen to dismiss 
the recommendations of his own 
Transportation Department, pre- 
ferring instead to support limited 
funding for transportation in or- 
der to accommodate his sweep- 
Ing tax cuts.” 

Even at the reduced level of 
$275 billion contained in HR 
3550, Honda managed to secure 
significant funding for Santa 
Clara County transportation pri- 
orities: 

$12.9 million to build an 
auxiliary lane on northbound 
Highway 17 between Camden 
and Hamilton Avenues; 

$7 million for the High- 
ways 152/156 Interchange

Miami, (EFE).- Marcos Witt, conocido como el rey de la música 
cristiana latina, incorporó rancheras mexicanas en su último disco y dijo a 
EFE que no descarta grabar merengues en el futuro. 

Aunque su nombre no suene mucho en las emisoras hispanas de Estados 
Unidos, pronto sus discos se venderán y se escucharán en todo el país gracias 
al acuerdo de distribución que hizo el artista con Sony Music Norte. 

Witt, de 41 años, nació en San Antonio (Texas), pero fue educado en 
Durango (México), a donde lo llevaron recién nacido sus padres, una pareja 
de misioneros estadounidenses evangélicos. 

Tiene 25 álbumes grabados, más de siete millones de copias vendidas 
en América Latina y Estados Unidos, y un premio Grammy 2003 al Mejor 
Album de Música Cristiana. 

También es el único predicador-cantante que ha logrado reunir 120,000 
personas en Río de Janeiro; 100,000 en el estadio Azteca de México; 70,000 

en el Estadio Nacional de Santiago de Chile, y 40,000 en el Velez Sarsfield 
de Buenos Aires y en el Cuzcatlán de San Salvador. 

En entrevista con EFE, Witt dijo que en su último disco, “Recordando 

Otra Vez”, no sólo incluyó canciones con mariachis sino por primera vez, 
música norteña. 

“Es el deseo de reflejar la música de mi país” dijo, y recordó la grabación 

del disco en Los Ángeles donde salió “vestido hasta de charro, con som- 
brero, botas y hebilla grande”.
